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ONE in four drug-drivers 
nabbed on Victoria’s roads is 
a serial offender, with one 
culprit having already been 
busted I] times. 

A shocking tally of motor- 
ists repeatedly flouting the law 
has been revealed, along with 
the state’s offending hotspots. 

One driver was caught with 
enough alcohol in their system 
to render most people 
unconscious. 

Data obtained by the Herald 
Sun shows that within a 12- 
month period, almost 2500 
drug-drivers caught on the 
roads were repeat offenders. 
And one in 10 drink-drivers 
had a prior offence. Dande- 
nong was the hotspot for drug 
and drink-driving, with 171 cul- 
prits detected last year, ahead 
of Box Hill and the CBD. 
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THE Prime Minister is being urged 
fund up to 80 new AFP officers to 
smash the gangs terrorising 
Melbourne’s suburbs. 

Federal Liberal MP and former 
police officer Jason Wood, who has 
served in Victoria’s counter-terror and 
organised crime squads, will push for 
Malcolm Turnbulľs support to 
urgently establish two joint crime- 
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fighting taskforces in light of a fresh 
wave of violence and intimidation. 

It comes after the Herald Sun yes- 
terday reported how gangs of youths 
of mostly African origin — including 
the emerging Menace to Society — 
have turned Tarneit’s Ecoville com- 
munity park into a no-go zone. 
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The thugs, some as young as 10, 
repeatedly smash up what was once a 
family-friendly meeting spot. 

Under Mr Wood’s plan, 40 Austra- 
lian Federal Police would aim at gang 
trouble spots in Melbourne’s west, and 
another 40 in the outer southeast. 

The La Trobe MP had floated a

upgraded proposal to Mr Turnbull as a 
matter of urgency. 

“The time where we say this is a 
policing issue or a state government 
issue has passed — enough is enough,”
